OKEELANTA, Feb. 22—The thing 
which we ‘greatly ‘feared is come upon 
‘us. The much tried town of Okee- 
Tanta had its “Black Friday” the 19th 
inst, when the fires raging for a num- 
"ber of days to the southwest, fanned 
‘by a Sü-mile gale, descended upon it 
with such suddenness that it defied all 
efforts at fire fighting. V. W. Roth, 
who occupied the Fullen home, farthest 
away from neighborly assistance had 
This beard singed in the vain attempt 
to save his trunk. It was utterly im- 
possible to salvage anything from the 
burning building. The two Anjima 
"boys, who had rushed to the old gen- 
tleman's aid, had to refreat before the 
Meat and smoke. Dave Hetherington 
saved his car at the risk of his life. 
The flames conswfned Dr. Will's house 
and contents, the state's tool shed, the 
Fullen and Madge residences, the 
Franz Lumber Company's office, wind- 
Ingeujrrwith ithe old pecking seer. The 
conflagration is traceable to a com- 
bination of peculiar conditions. In the 
first place, there stands the constant 
high water table which made plowing 
impossible, but. stimulated the growth 
of ‘the wild plant life, The subse- 
quent freeze of January and the fol- 
owing fine weather, left the e 
glades a sea of inflammable material 
which the first match, thoughtlessly or 
‘maliciously’ thrown, would turn nto 
just such.a holocaust For weeks the 
nightly glare of burning sawgrass re- 
minded the settlers of his danger. For 
miles in every direction the Glades are 
swept bare of plant and animal life 
Every pioneer home along north side 
of Bolles canal east of Norfh New 
River canal is an ashheap. , 

: MUCK FIRES 

FORT LAUDERDALE; Feb. 19— 
Fire in the Everglades region in’ the 
west and southwest part of Broward 
county and west of the Davie section 
Friday burned over an arca estimated 
at about 25 square ‘miles and for a 
time threatened the town of Davie, 
while residents and officials were able 
to do nothing to thwart the flames, 

* fanned by a strong wind, in its course 
of destruction. The county has no fire 
warden at this time and practically no 
equipment with which to combat the 
flames. :

Removal of the rock is necessary, to 
give the canal suficient capacity to 
dischàrge a volume of water to lower 
Lake Okeechobee to a level that will 
permit the use-of the lake as a reser- 
voir in periods: of excessive rainfall. 

The Herrick had just started to work 
in the St. Lucie canal in mid-Novém- 
ber when it suffered an accident that 
required it to be laid up for repairs. 
The repairs were effected in half the 
time then ‘estimated as pecessary to 
make them,

Professing as it does to deal with the Everglades as a whole, 
The Everglades News is not unmindful that the ‘soil of the re- 
gion and the district is not all the muck type, for there is a very 
large area of sand soil. s 

In the execution of the plan of reclamation it chances that 


the first canals were cut through the muck sections; this open- 


ed the muck soils to inspection and attracted such wide atten-|2 


tion to them as to obscure in.large measure the existence of the 
sand lands. The heavy demand for tracts of land suitable for 
subdivision into small farms and the delay in completion of the 
canals in the muck region has led to attention beirig given to the 
sand lands, where the texture of the soil is such that drainage| 
is less immediately important than drainage is to muck land.| 
In consequence there is more of a movement inda located in 
the northern and northeastern part of the district than in the 
part of the district further south. Buyers. are likely to continue 
to show a preference for land that dries out quickly after flood- 
ing by heavy rains, This tendency is supported by the fact that 
more highways and railroads have been built in the sand land 
sections than in the muck sections. 

There is no “natural drainage" of muck soils—real estate 
salesmen may not know this but farmers do. If the owners of; 
raw acreage in the muck section do not like the state of affai 
that has been described they can tell their troubles to the com- 
missioners of Everglades drainage district or organize sub-dis- 
tricts and put in their own levees and Pumos and see to it- that 
the pumps are run when the water gets high.

Promoters of townsites are some- 
times adverse to making imprpvements 
on the property before the lots are sold 
and promoters of a type find merit 
the plan of making the first sales 
from a blueprint, continuing the sales 
as the development work proceeds, the 
improvements often lagging long be- 
hind the sales.

This 
‘sets up a ‘sales resistance which can 
be avoided by selling the prospect what 
he thinks he wants and then giving 
him what is good for him."
